Whereas, The late execution of the Fugitive 
Slave Act in this country and the necessities of 
defence arising therefrom, require of us the form- 
ation of a league for the purpose of protecting our 
own rights and the rights of those jeoparded by 
that act—placing a proper estimate on the value 
of liberty, and execrating despotism in every form 
—bind ourselves together under the following rules 
and regulations : 

Art. 1, This association shall be known by the 
name of the Racine County League. Its object is, 
first, to preserve the liberty of the person of every 
inhabitant of the county, regardless of the color of 
the skin, or the place of his birth; second, to frus-! 
trate every attempt at kidnapping, by all the means 
which God has given us—third, to shield, hy com- 
bined influence of united purses and strong arms. 
all individuals from harm who may be in danger 
of suffering from carrying out the object of this! 
League. 

Such associations are among the necessities of 
these kidnapping times. They ought to exist in 
every community.

LETTER FROM JOSEPH BARKER.

Privey, Staffurdshire, May 25, 1854. 

My Dean Frairsv: We got safe here on Sat- 
urday ¢’ ening, May 29h, ten days after leav- 
-» Bostor. We hada favorable vovage. We had 
no storm, ho strong head-winds, nu serivus acci- 
dents. What narrow escapes we had, we cannot 
tell; for much of the time we sailed through a 
thick mist, which would not allowus to see what 
dangers were around us. Indeed, the mist was 
itself our only danger. When it cleared away, 
we found ourselves surrounded by icebergs. On 
Sunday, we sailed for several hours atong a field 
f ice, in which were two sailing vessels bound. 
We were sick, as a matter of course. We belong 
to aclass that is always sick at sea, however calm 
the seamay be. Our company was not very agree- 
able. Some were too religious to he friendly with 
heretics, and too aristocratic tu be civil to republi- 
eans, Wehad a Unitarian minister on board ; but, 
though he knew me, he never made limeclf known 
to me, till near the end of our voyage. Eveu then 
he seemed not anxious to talk with me. Perhaps 
it was that I praiset Theodore Parker, and placed 
himahove Channing. We had Jolin Cassil, an 
English publisher on bear 1. Him J frigt.tened hy 
singing, in the hearing of scme other passengers, 
an anti-slavery parody on ‘Unele Ned.’ Poor man. 
He is very anti-slavery when in Eneland; but in 
the company of a slaveholder, he dares not utter a 
word against the blackest abomination on earth. 
The loyal subjects of Queea Victoria looked down 
upon us with ¢ mtempt. They were, no doubt, 
the better able and the more disposed to do this, 
in consequence of oul Letter clothes being locked 
up in our tranks. We were, besides, inconsiderate 
enough tuappear before them without rings, jewels, 
And we had no titles.
